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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's argument that the present invention is allowable over the prior art of record because it is by 
optimizing the concentration ratio of low Mo to high Mo phase that a wire with excellent ductility and processability is obtained has not 
been found clearly persuasive. Additionally, applicant's argument that the present invention is allowable over the prior art of record 
because the product taught by Stinson would not be expected to exhibit the properties of the instant invention/ product by process has not 
been found clearly persuasive. The structure implied by the instantly claimed process steps has been considered, see Final Rejection 
mailed 12/20/2006 for details.
